At Bellflower me working 100 Ital- 
ians, doing construction work on the 
Illinois Cential railroad. They 
have 


been there since last August and will 
propably remain all 
through 
next 


summer. For many months there were 
200 of them but half of the force have 
been removed to other points. As may 
be Imagined, an immense amount of 
grading, filling and construction \vork 
IB, and has been done between Laur- 
ette and Bellflower. These 
Italians 


receive $1 35 a day and board 
them- 


selves. They live In box cars furnished 
by the railroad, and twenty-five* sleep 
In each car. They live principally on 
macaionl and black bread, which they 
have shipped frojn Chicago. They eat 
scarcely any meat, except 
sparrows 


and other wild birds, which they hap- 
pen to catch. They are also quite fond 
of rabbits and during the winter and 
spring they became quite expert In 
catching them. It Is claimed that their 
total expehses for board 
and lodging 
amount to but $3 per month. 
They 
make large kettles of cabbage and to- 
mato soup, Into which they break their 
hard bread. "Tlrey are guiet and well 
behaved, but speak no English, nor do 
they associate with Americans at all, 
as they cannot make themselves un- 
derstood. Several are boys ranging in 
age from 16 to 20 years. Others are 
man from 30 to 50. They have no inter- 
preter and purchase but very little at 
the local stores.

TESTIMONY OF AN EYE WITNESS 


Before the coroner's Jury, at Lltch- 


field investigating the killing of Fred 
Morris on Tuesday Clint Pennlngton 
testified. 
I have been attending to Mr. Cof- 


fey's stock at his house for about sev- 
en months At noon today Mrs. Cot-- 
fey and I were in the house when 
Fred Morris came about twelve-thirty. 
Morris hit me, and Mrs. Coffee'pulled 
him away. He grabbed her by the 
throat shoved her against the table 
and told her that he -would kill, her. 
She got him out of doors, but he. came 
back again, started to fight her. She 
drove him to the gate with a stove 
poker and told him to stay out. He 
told her again that he ,would kill her 
and called her —

He started into the house again, she 
went out of the door with the gun and 
told him not to come back. He shut 
up his fist and ran at h«r, calling her 
insulting names and said "I will Kill 
you right now." She told him not to 
come any closer or she would kill'him. 
He kept his- fist shut up and started 
after her again and sne shot him. He 
put a handkerchiaf to his head, start- 
ed to run and fell. She went to the 
saloon, got Mr. Coffey. Mr. Coffey,got 
Jte. Goodln and Mr. Stuttle. Morris 
w as drunk when he came to the house. 
Did not say why he struck me. He 
got up drunk this morning, worked 
til! noon. When he was choking Mrs. 
Coffey I was trying to hold him off or 
her. Mrs. Coffey used a forty-four gun 
f I] ed 'one shot, was standing on the 
porch. He was about five feet away at 
the corner of the house. He ran about 
t n feet before he fell. I did not touch 
him,

fired or quit, I knew this because he 
was not working. This was only trouble 
1 had ever had with him, and had 
never had any trouble before. She 
got the revolver after he had threat- 
ened to kill her several times.

ceived from Toronto, Canada, an order 
for sixty car trucks.
